On Saturday, October 21*, members of RARS, assisted by members from the Cary Amateur Radio Club, vol- 
unteered their time to assist the 49th annual JOTA or Jamboree of the Air. JOTA is an annual international 
event where boy scouts learn about amateur radio and make contact with other scouts. Locally, JOTA is 
sponsored by the Crosswinds District of the Occonneechee Concil of the Boy Scouts of America. 


At the local JOTA, held at St. Andrews Catholic Church in Apex, 55 boy scouts signed up to participate in 
this worldwide event and to earn their Radio Merit Badge. The event was coordinated by Chris Thomson 
KI4MMV and captained by Dick Bitner W8HYD and Dick Orander KD4ISC. 


Various HF stations were set up to work on |0 through 40 meters. Also in use were handheld radios to 
demonstrate UHF and VHF simplex and repeater operations. An outdoor classroom was also in operation. In 
the classroom, material from the merit badge book was taught by licensed radio operators. As part of the 
merit badge requirement, each boy was required to fill out 8 pages of questions testing their knowledge of 
amateur radio and to make a minimum of 5 contacts on the air. 


As with Field Day, stations were set up outdoors with antennas hung in trees and generators employed for 
power. Log sheets were kept of all contacts. RARS members at each station assisted each of the boys in mak- 
ing the required contacts. In addition, the boys were able to see different kinds of radios in use and to ask 
members questions about equipment, antennas, radio theory, and how to get started in amateur radio. 


Once again, the use of amateur radio and how it can benefit local communities in time of disaster was 
on display.
